Above source related that Evtushenko is a 
prominent Soviet ppet, approximately 30 years of age 
and is known for poems he had written concerning 
"Barbigar", a region near Kiev, USSR, where the 
Nazis had killed thousands of Semitic men, women and 
children. Source related that Evtushenko is considered 
a "Soviet patriot". 

Evtushenko, according to source, has travelled 
previously to the United States and England where he had 
given his recitation of poems.

At the end of 1971, several hundred Czechoslovakians were arrested on the orders of the KGB, 
the Soviet Government's Secret Police, for printing and distributing leaflets denouncing the Soviet 
Union,'s puppet, Husak, and his government. 

On January 5,1972, V. Bukovsky, a 29-year old Russian prose writer, who has already spent six 
years in prison for his anti-Stalinist views, was sentenced to seven years of imprisonment for 
criticizing the Soviet Government's use of psychiatric hospitals for political prisoners. 

On January 13,1972, 11 Ukrainians, among them the previously arrested dissidents V. Chornovil 
and I. Svitlichny, were arrested'in Kiev and Lviv by the KGB for defending their people's right 
to self-determination, including independence.

For 
this she was sentenced in 1970 to ten years imprisonment. 

UNLIKE SOLZHENITSYN YEVTUSHENKO IS A POET OF 
TODAY'S STALINIST ESTABLISHMENT 

On January 15,1972 Pravda printed Yevtushenko's poems on.Vietnam. In them, he concerns him¬ 
self with the inhuman American involvement in Vietnam. But his poems ignore the ..inhumanity 
of the present Soviet government. Yevtushenko is a hypocrite. While many Americans have 
taken a stand against the present inhuman policies of the .American government, Yevtushenko 
refuses to dp the same regarding his government's inhumanity. He is a wishy-washy liberal who 
does not take a stand on Soviet political prisoners because he is too concerned with his own petty 
bourgeois need to live well, travel and recite poetry.
